Dunlap, one of the furvivors, informs us, that

ed them triumphantly to the Cove, and initantly 
had them conveyed to a comfortable habitation. 
ing, by his example, older perfons, 
who had. larger boats, he put off ayain in his 
fkiff, but, with all his efforts, he couid not again 
approach the wreck. His example, however, 
was foon followed bythe men in the Fribune’s 
jolly-boat, and by fome of the boais of the 
Cove, and, by their joint exertions, the eight 
men were preferved, who, with’ the four that 
elcaped in the jolly-baat, make the| whote num- 
ber of the folitary furvivors of this fine fhip’s’ 
company. 
Some have keen difpofed to blame Captain: 
Barker, asexhibiimg to0 much obflinancy in not’ 
abandoning the fhip, and preferving his cre, as 
a viglent fiorm was evidently approaching , 
but, on examining the men who have furvived, 
we find (though other officers-in the fame fituati- 
en mich naye formed a different judgment) that 
the conduct of Captain’ Barker, was, throuzh- 
out the trying feene, completely cool and collect- 
ed. Though, trom the manner in which the fhip 
had been run afhore, no blame could -attach to 
him, yet he could net reconcile it to himfelf to 
lofe fo ue a fhip, without making every exer- 
tion to fave her. Having, bythe greateft efforts, 
confiderebly lightened her, he had: reafen to 
fuppofe' fhe might get off before high water ; 
the madeno water wnte {he lay agiound -—there 
was therefore great hopes, if fhe could not. that 
night have been ‘got up tke harbony, that fhe 
micht with fafety be broughtto,anchor and have 
rodeout the’gale. When the finaly got off, uni- 
verfal joy was diftuted throughout the thip; every 
man thought the object of their joint efarts was 
attained, buc the rapid manner in which the wa-

Having clofel the general feene, we think it 
will not be unacceptable to ‘our Readers if we | 
noticé the conduct of tome individuais, A Quar. 
ter-Matter beloning to the fhip, by the name of 
MGrezor, had his wit2on board —— they were 
a refpestable couple, and greatly attached to each 
otoer. M’Gregor, trom his acteCuonate folici- 
ation fot the fatety, endeavoured totperluade her, 
whiletne {hip lay on the fhoais, to go afhore in 
one of the beats which came off from the ifland, 
as his mind would be more be more at eate could 
he put ina place of fatety. To his dolicications 
fie replied, “that fhe would not abandon him ; 
ti lotto perifh, fhe wifhed not to fur- 
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| vive bie.’ Finding it in vain to urge her fur- 


ther, he defifted from the attempt, and fhe after- 
yards fharedthe common fate. A’ confiderable 
time after the {hip had feundered, a man-was 
dijcovered dwimming towards the wreck, On his 
approaching near, it was found to be M‘Gregor ; 
he informed his comrades who-were hanging by 
thé wreck, that he had fwam towards the fhore ; 
that he had ventured as faras he could with fatety, 
into the iurt, and found ifs he went farther he 
thouid be daiheidto pieces; and he cautionedthem 
alito avoid making the like attempt, but, if pofl- 
ble, to hold by the wreck.

Two very beautiful Royal Tygers have lately 
been fent to his Majefty, as a prefent from the 
Pefowah.. ‘They were ted, durmg the yoyage, 
with peef, mutton, pork, and poulery, ‘They 
devoured above 400 fowls in their paffage front 
Bombay to the Cape. The largeft, from hig pe- 
culiar dexterity in plucking them, obtained the 
title of the Poulterer. 

The Officers of the Brigade of Guards, after 
having been put, to the expence of providing the 
new Gérman jackets, received it yeftcsday in 
public orders to *fulpend this gaket fyjiim, and 
continue to do duty in their frock regimentais.

‘The ude of ebb 
coming flrong out of the harbour, the enemy's 
{hip anchored, and I accordingly anchored at 
funfet aftern of her. Iwasin hopes when the 
flood made again that fhe would. have weighed, 
and proendedig the paflage, fo hat we might 
have done the fame, without approaching her fo’ 
near as to rifk the fruitration of our object, but 
fhe continued to lay faft, and 1 was obliged either 
to relinquifh the going’ clofe enough to the har-

Mr. Secretary Dundes {poke to the following 
effect: ‘ 
The motion which I fhall fubmit to the Houfe 
*5 in fubftance for leave to bring in a Bill to en- 
able his Majefty more effeftually to tecure the 
realm from the danger of invafion, and to indem- 
nity perfons who may fuffer in their property in 
endeavouring to carry fuch means into execution, 
Upon that motion [ think it neceffary for me to 
fay a few words. -'I am perfectly aware, that 
in the moving for a Bill of this general deterip- 
tion, itis natural for any man to fay to himfeif, 
.« this is an extraordinary meafure;’ “and then to 
afk himfelf, « Are we not now in peffelfion of 
the moft powerful navy we ever faw or ever heard 
of? Will not the navy fecure us from danger?” 
i am perfedtly ready to admit that in truth theie 
auehions fheuld be anfwered in the/affirmative. 
T know, and I feel with pride, that we ava pol- 
feffed of a navy entitled to this defcrigtion, and 
it is a defeription which all mankind ‘ diljpofed 
to give it; but I believe it is the opinion of many 
men of underflandiag that the military prepara- 
tions now making againft us, make it prudent 
for us not to reft entirely fecure upon our naval 
‘trength, great and {plendid as it is, I amready 
alfo to admit, that we are poffeffed of a land 
‘force greater than this country ever poffefled in 
.. any period*of its former hiftory. Iam ready to 
admit alfo, that- we have great forces ftill in re- 
ferve, ahd which may be added to that which 
now under command, 1 admit, in fhort, that 
our forces by fea and Jand are at this moment in- 
finitely fuperior to any thing which this countty 
could boaft of in its proudelt period. I am rea- 
dy further to‘admit, that it is not on thofe forces 


are wholly to rely; for I believe mot firmly, 
that at no period in the hiftory of the world, did 
any country poffefs fuch means of producing Vo- 
luntary Corps as we do at this moment. ¢ At no 
period did any country poffefs fuch a general in- 
clination to protect itfelf as this country does at 
this hour, which indeed is manifefted by the 
fifty, or perhaps fixty thoufand men who have 
voluntary enrolled themfelves for their country’s

“This is the grand object of the 
meafure which I am going to fubmit to the con- 
fideration of the Houle. [ am pertuaded that 
the feclings of the people would operate moft 
powertully if left to their own exertions; but if 
the zeal and {pirit of the people can be fo direct- 
ed as to be reduced toa fyitem, what, may not 
the combination of thefe advantages produce ?— 
When every man comes forward in the defence 
of his country even without a fyfem; when indi- 


things may be dong when the zeal.is pure ; but 
when they are brought under a regular fyftem, 
their force, iM a mafs, thus collected, muft be 
irrefiftible, for the merely reducing them toa 
fyftem increafes thgir, dirength ten-fold. It is 
upon this fentiment hat If offer my motion to 
the Houfe. There may be fome who would like 
to hear what are the caufes for the extraordinary 
meafure that I am about to propofe, The gene- 
ral topics of the Bill which 1 am about to move 
for leave to bring before you, are of two or three 
different kinds, They do not, however, go far- 
ther than many individuals have done already to 
manifeft their zeal for the fervice of their coun- 
try. The very thing which is propofed to be 
done by the Bill, was done in the county of 
Dorfet under the authority of the Lord Lieute- 
nant, acting as the head of the poffe comitatus. 1 
applaud the fpirit of this body of men, yet it will 
admit of a doubt whether fome of the objects 
they had in view were not connected with the du- 
ty belonging to the Sheriff as the head of the 
poll: comitatus. In like manner a powerful body 
has, been had under the authority of the Lord 
Lieutenant of another country; but even there it 
may admit of a doubt whether their powers are’ 
fully adequate to all the neceffary objets, The 
obj2ét of the Bill is to give this power, that peo- 
ple may, near their own homes, appear im arms 
to co-operate with the exiiting power of the coun- 
try, and to enable them to follow what they have 
already manifefted to be their inclination. It is 
alfo to give power to extenfive authority to make 
regulations with regard to the drivers of wag- 
gons, and other points of this nature. Another 
part ofthe intended regulation relates to the 
ftoek which individuals, fuch as cattle and other 
property, may bring to the fervice of their coun- 
try, and to indsmnify them for’ amy deftruction 

that may happen to their property, either in giv- 
| ing it up to Government, or 1A chdeavouring to 
prevent its falling into the hands of the enemy. 
It is impoffible to point out particular places at 
this monient, but it is part of the yntended mea- 
fure to take {mall pieces of ground, for artillery 
and battery; and it is intended that they fhould 
be changed by the order of the Commanding 
Officer; ibut due care isto be taken that what- 
ever happens, no man _fhall fuffer for the aid he 
may give to the public fetvice. Another part of 
the regulation is, that no inhumanity fhall_be 
i! eommitted in the removal of families, in cafe the 
enemy fhould approach and make that removal 
neceffary. In fhort, the general object of the: 
Bill is to enable his Majeity to call on the Lieu- 
tenants of the Counties to make a return of thofe 
who are able and willing to come forward to 
ferve their country, in aid of the Military, and to 
give his Majefty the fame power to: call them 
forth, as he now has for embodying the Multia, 
by which the whole {pirit ef the country may be 
prédigiouily invigorated; and by which you will 
prove, that, while other nations are falling to 
ruin, you ftand in the middle of the Ocean, tear- 
lefs and impregnable, by which you will prove 
that amidft the wreck of furrounding nations, 
there is one {pot upon the face of the globe, 
which, however affailed, is yet invulnerable, I 
am aware of one objection that may be farted 
to the plan which I am now propofing, It 
may be faidthat there is danger in putting weapons 
of offence into the hands cf all people in this 
country, or at leaft ail defcriptions of people in 
this country, I own that on thefe points I feel 
no alarm whatever. I own therexmight be 
fome danger in thus arming men, if they. were at 
liberty to aé¢t alone; but here they will be 
under the command of 2 Military power, 
and under’ the care of Martial Law: and I 
believe there is nothing more, wanting to add 
to the confidence of the people in the Government 
under which they live. Here they will be cailed 
upon to ferve together; and this will call forth 
every man’s zeal, for every man will be aware 
that he is contending for kis own Tafety. When 
once men are brought to act in this manner, they 
will be impregnable. But when I fay that the 
country is found and true to itfelf, and am willing 
to hope the enemy will not attack us, yet 1 am* 
very far from faying that there are not men 


among us whom it would not be fafe to truft with | 


arms, but who fhould be watched with care and 
attention, I donot withto fay any thing-that 
may prevent unanimity upon this oecafion. I 
hope for unanimity; but [ am forry to {4y that 
there are, I will not, fay large bodies, but they.

General Tarleton faid, he would not follow the

With fuch a total’ want of confidence 
and difcipline in the ‘I’roops, it is a matter of 
furprize that any refiitance fhould have been 
attempted, rathet than that it {hould have proved 
ineffectual, Political treachery completed what 
military jealoufy and difinion had begun—lyven 
after the capture of Berne, the affairs of Switzer- | 
\ land were ftill capable of beiag retrieved ,° when 
the Peafantry of the Lake of Zurich, taking ad- 
vantage of the general confufion, poffeffed them- 
felves of the Town, and prevented’ the Contin- | 
gents of the finaller Cantons from marching to 
the relief of Berne. It appears that thefe de- 
lyded People adted in.concest with the Directo- 
ry, and that they had had De, uties at Paris tor 
{ome time before. 

The fpirit of animofity and antipathy to the 
French, exifts in a flronger degitee than ever in 
the fmaller Cantons; bur they ave wholly. dil- 
united, and deftitute of Leaders. 
for four leagues round Berne, has beet abandon- 
ed to the French Troops, who. have . {urpaffed 
their ufual rage for plunder and wanton deval- 
tation. 

The fury of the Peafaniry, indignant at the 
idea of haying been betrayed by their ewn Go- 
vernment, has given rife toa variety of fhocking 
outrages; and the general anarchy is purpoiely 
encouraged by the I'rench, wo have reveaicd all 
the Criminals, . 

The Bandes Noires, fo well known for their 
vcruelty and rapacity, are quartered in the Town 
of Berne.—Many families have emigrated. 
Avoger Steiger, who had determined not to fur- 
vive the defeat of his Countrymen tn the Action 
of the 5th, was carried off the Field by a party 
of Peatants, and conveyed to the mountains: 
almoft all the young men of the Patrician Fami- 
lies perifhed on the fame day. 

Berne, which has been nearly half burned down 
by the Frefch,is a charming city, remar®)le for ' 
the regularity of its buildings, and the beauty, of 
its fituation: the ftreets are clean and {pacious, a 
{ma}! ftream of water, perfectly tran{parent, run- 
ning through the middle of moft of them. On 
either fide of the ftreets aré handfome' piazzes, 
paved with flag ftones for the convenience of foot 
paffengers, and under the arches are numberleis 

thops, which exlubit a pleafing fpectacle to the: 
beholder. .

We may conclude the parallel by aff ring, that 
where fo many and firong poinis of bkenefs oc- 
cur, this alfo mult’ be admitted to be in beth in- 
flancts alike, that * thefe: cuftoms ‘were not indi- 
vidual facts which, by chance, took place; but 
that they were principles of affion, always uniform 
in their operation.”

and dignity of Parliament, and the interefls of 
this country, from the corrupt jnfluence of a Bri- 
tifh Cabinet—they were emphatically told by 
that officer'of the Crown, that. it had already 
coft the country half a’ million of money to put 
down one oppofition, and that it muft coft an 
additional half million to put down another. To 
fiem the progreis of fo mifchievous a fyftem, and 
to fecure to the people of Ireland a fair Repre- 
fentation in. the Commons Houfe, by fending 
back to a new election any member, who became 
the placemian or the penfioner of the Crown, 
and enabling the Conftituents to choofé a new. 
Reprefentative, af they fhould think proper, was 
the direct, objeét, of the place bill, On this 
ground it wa8 repeatedly brought forward by an 
Honorable Friend of his, now no more, (Mr. 
Forbes) and urged with the whole force of his 
talents iefMion after feflion, againft the obftinate 
refiftance of Minifters, who at length thought 
proper to adopt it. The ground on which 
his Honorable Friend had all along fupported 
his bill, was that of affimi ation to the place 
bill of England, under which any member of 
the Britifh Houfe, who accepted a place of 
profit under the Crown, inflantly vacated 
his feat, fave only a few officers of *no <con- 
fiderable ersolument, which were {pecifically 
excepted in the bill; but he appealed to the Irifh 
bill whether there was any exception whatfoever 
in favour of the place of Lord Lieutenant’s Chief 
Secretary—and to the honour and candid fenfe of 
the Houfe, whether they could for a moment give 
any conftru¢tion to the place bill paffed by this 
Houte, tending to any fuch exception in favour of 
the Nable Lord who now filled that Ration ?>— 
Upon what precedent or pretence it was, that the 
Committee appointed to inyeftigate this fubject.- 
could have founded their report, that tht NoBte 
Lord, by accepting the place, had not vacated, hid’ 
feat, he was at a lois to comprehend; but fo far 
as precedents, recent in the practice of that Houfe,

LIBEL ON THE HOUSE. 


Col. Maxwell now rofe to call the. attention of 
the Houfe toa fubjeét he had mentioned on the 
lat night of mceting-—it was the libel which ap- 
peared in the Englith Newfpaper called The 
‘Sun, upon the loyalty of fome of the Militia ri- 
giments of Ireland.

In the Sitting of yeflerday the Deputation.of 
the Empire relolved on the following. Antwer to 
the laft Note of the French Minifers: 

* ‘The Deputation of the Empire has obferted 
in its laft Note, that in order to fix the Indem- 
pities, it will efpecially be neceffary to know the 
guantity of the lofles; that it therefore expetted 
that a precife and determinate anfwer would be 
returned to the fecond point previoufly ftated in 
the Note of the rith of March; and that the 
French Miniiters woald in like manner make no 
dificulty to declare themfelves relative to ihe } 
Eighteen Articlestranfmitted on the 3d of March. 
The Deputation added in the fame Note, that it 
entertained the firmeft hope that’ the French 
Troops would be withdrawn as foon as poffible 
from the Right Bank of the Rhia>. 

« The contents of the Note of the French 
Minifters of the date of the 19th Germinal (8:h 
of -April,) by no means correfponded with thefe 
juft expectations; for with ref{peét to the with- 
drawing of the French ‘Troops, it was ftated, 
that. no fufficient motive for it could exift before 
the abfolute concluficn of Peace. As to the fe- 
cond previdus point, it was only explained ina 
manner which couid not be entirely fatisfaGory, 
by declaring indeterminately, that it muft be un- 
derftood from preceding Declarations, that only 
{uch demands as might be aecepted would be | 
made on the part of France, With tefped to 
the Bighteen Articles tran{mitted on the ad of 
March, the French Miniflers remark, that fome 
of them can admit of no doubt: and affert, that 
others are entirely incompatible with the Sove- 
reionty and Conftitution ef the Republic, with- 
out making any mention of the ret. They have 
concluded by the propofal to labour for the ap- 
plication of the bafis Gf Indemnities, and previ- 
oufly to lay down fome general rules to fix the 
fate of thofe which may be fuppreffed, 

“ The Deputation of the'Empire perfeélly re: 
cognizes the jult” confiderations which may have 
induced the French minifters’ to take the Jatter 
propofition, and it is a fatisfaétion to it, that re- 
lative to this particular, its obligations entirely ac, 
cord with the defigns of the French Republic, 
The Deputation is, however, firmly perfuaded that 
it istmpofiible’to préceed eficacicuily to ehablith 
the principles on which the indemnities ought to 
be founded, until a précifeand determinate know- 
ledge thal] be obtained of the ftate of things, and 
all.circumflances, Hut this knowledge cannot Be 
acquired till by the adjuftment of the 18 Articles 
above-mentioned, the whole of the lofs, the mo- 
difications under v.hich the Ceffion muft take 
place; and the fate of the inhabitants of the Pro- 
vinces beyond the Rhine, Diall have been agreed 
on in concert, the Deputation having only con- 
fented to facrifices fo great and fenfible to Ger- 
many, in the fuil expedlation that the three pre- 
yious points contained in the Note of the 11th of 
March would b¢ acceded to. The Deputation of 
the Empire therefore believes it conformable to 
its important dutics to infift on the adherence to 
its former propofiuions. It therefore again re- 
peats the expectation it has, that the French Mi- 
nifters Plemipotentjary uall anfwer in a precife 
and determinate manner to the fecond previous 
point of the Note of the 11th of March; that 
they fhall explain themfelves relative to each of 
the 18 articles before-mentioned; and that they 
fhall without delay, take the neceflary meafures 
for withdrawing the French troops from the right 
bank of the Rhine, where the different countries 
are fo much exhaufigd as to be incapable of any 
longer fupporting the burthen.”

ceived him with great haughtinefs, and putting 
his handupon his {word announced his déetermina- 
tion to defend the flag, which was hoifted in con: 
fequence of orders fromthe Diregtory, to the laf. 
extremity, : 

‘The Populace, in the mean time, were ap- 
proaching in great crowds to the houte of the 
Ambaffador, ‘Dhey demanded, by loud, and re- 
peated cries, that the flag fhould be taken down, 
and at length proceeded to affail the houfe with 
ftones. by which all the windews were foon def- 
troyed. ‘The loudeft acclamations of leyalty and 
attachment to the Emperor were heard on all 
fides, accompanied with the ftrongeft expreifions 
of execration and deteftation of the French. A 
fmall picket of cavalry with fome infantry, foon 
arrived; but they were unable to overcome the 
violence of the peaple. A boy, aflifted by thofe 
who were next tothe Hotel, mounted to the bal- 
cony, and pulled down the flag, which was in- 
ftantly torn, and the ftandard, to which it was 
attached, was burnt. 

The refentunent of the people, however, now 
put in motion, did not flop here. They burft 
open the gate of the Hotel, threatening in the 
moft violent language to facrifice the Ambafla- 
dor and all his duite to their vengeance, They 
demolifhed every thing that they found on the 
ground-floor of the Hotel. hey laid hold of 
two of the Ambaffador’s carriages and dragged 


i them, the one to a neighbouring iquare, and the 


other to the Court of the Palace, and broke them 
in pieces,—While they were thus employed, a 
@onfiderable detachment of military arrived, and 
availing themfelves of the abfence of the mob, oc- 
cupied the entrances into the flreet.in which the 
ambaflador’s houfe is fituated, and prevented their 
return, Warihal Kinfky, Governor of the town, 
and another odlicer, waited upon the Ambaffador, 
and wformed him that he had nothing further 


to apprehend, ‘The gates of the town were fbut

created by the peopie, who were flocking in from 
all quarters of the fuburbs.

ratify their curio fity on fo pleafine an oceafion. 
She appears'to be a very fine ihip, with a neat 


light figure of Hercules for her head, which feems 
to. be well defigned; and the flern and quarter- 
galleries are very plain and neat. The larboard 
fide of the fhip is very litte damaged, but the 
flarboardfide is terribly mauled; moft part of the 
fhot-holes are in the line of the lower deck-ports, 
many. of which are beat from the fide, and the 
port-holes, with the fpace between them, are co- 
vered with canvas; her ftarboard quarter gallery 
is very much fhattered, and the fhoi-holes are ve- 
ry thick in a line with the quarter-deck guns, on 
the fame fide; under the counter, and a little above 
the water line, there isa hole as large as if a bomb 
(hell of immente fize had entered it, which would 
have rendered the fituation of the thip very dan- 
gerous, if the weather had been boiflerous ; five 
of the ftarboard aftermoft guns, on the lower 
deck, are dif{mounted, and many others much 
damaged. ‘The mafls and yards are very litile 
injured, which is accounted for by the action be- 
ing fo clofe, It appears that where the Freach

“Lhe carnage on board l’Hercule ex- 
ceeds belief —the exaét number that fell may not 
be. afcertained, but the killed and wounded are 
faid to amount to near 4oo'men, or, Mm other 
words, to abou: half her crew; the guns of the 
Mars on the lower deck were fometimes through 
the farboard fide of the French thips: their 
proximity ‘may be eafily conceived by thofe who 
have feen l’Hercule, for the ftarboard fide, which, 
before:the aétion, was.a brizht yellow, is now 
burntas black asa cinder. The gallant and much 
lamented Captain Hood was mortally wounded 
early in the action,, but furvived long enough to 
receive the French Captain’s fword, and foon af 
ter expired. Lieut. Butterfield, much to his ho- 
nour, fought the fhip very gallantly, after his 
Commander was rendered incapable of keeping 
the deck, and will no doubt receive the reward 
due to his well earned Jaurels. 

LU Hercule is about ten months old, is a. plain

The Attorney General was then about to 
make fome obfervations, when he was interrupt- 
ed by Mr, Dallas, as Counfel for the prifoners, 
who objected to the Court’s proceeding to their 
trials, becaufe, in ftrict point of Jaw, they had 
not had a copy of the indictment delivered: to 
them, which, by an exprefs Act of Parliament, 
ought to have been done ten days previous to the 
trial; but the paper which had been delivered to 
the prifoners was by no means a copy of the in- 
diétment, as he fhould fully prove, and confe- 
quently they had a right to objet to the com- 
mencement of their trials until fuch an cxact co- 
py had been delivered. He then. proceeded to 
point out the particular errors and differences 
between the indi€tment as how read to the pri- 
foners, and the paper delivered to them, 

The indictment flated, that “ whereas the pri- 
foners had invited, perfuaded, &c. the enemies 
ot our Lord the King to invade this country with 
fhips'and armed men ;’—but the paper delivered 
ftated, that they had invited, perfuaded, &c." the

Preach defiined to be empioyed in the expedition 
atod thrips ofthe line, and that of Great Britain 
at 100 fhips, and fuppotes that Cadiz will be the 
point of junction forthe French, Venetian, and 
Spanith fquadrons. ¢ Suould Lord St. Vincent 
(he remarks) be obliged to retire from the biock- 
ade of Cadiz, he: wil take his ftation before 
Bret, To the advantage of luperiority of num- 
bers in favour ef England, muf&t be added the 
uniformity of manceuvres, of language, of com- 
mand, ard of intereft; and what can the dil- 
‘cordant fleets of Venice, Spain; and France 
effe& ayainft fo formidable a Power? England 
enjoys by fea all the advantages of unity which 
France pofleatil agaiif{ the Coalition by land. 

* Admitting the junction of the enemy's fleets 
zathe Mediterranean with that at Cadiz, it will 
be neceffary for them to ptoceed to Breft,; which 
can hardly be done without hazarding a general 
engagement; but fhould they fucceed in making 
Breft, it will be impoffible for to immenfe an ar- 
mament to efcape the vigilance of the Englith, 
and pur to fea again, as General Hoche did, fa- 
voured by tempefiudus weather and long winter 
nights, An attack on,jJerfey and Guerniey will 
probably be the forerunner of the expedition, and 
they form two ufeful points, both for facilitating 

the defcent, and for covering a retreat in cate of 
tajlure, * : 
gishi would be foolifh to imagine that the naval 
Foree isto fail at the fame time with the immente 
fleet of tranfports which have the land troops on 
board. It is far more natural to fuppofe, that 
«the French fleet will fail firft in queft of the ene- 
my, and that the moft dreadful conflict will en- 
fue, the refult of which will force the remains of 
the two fleets into port. The French lay no 
. claim, either to a fuperior fkill in manceuvring, or 
to the glory of a victory. hey expect to be de- 
feated, but they will derive motives for triumph 
from the mifchief done tothe enemy, Lheir ma- 
necuvres will be the fame as in the battle of the 
1ft of June, 1794, which they loft. But the con- 
querors, having been fSrced to return to port, the 
reat American convoy arrived fafe in France, 
which was the fole obje& of the French, who, 
though vanquifled,;enjoyed ail the frvits of vic, 
aory.. At this/prefent time, their object, is evi- 
dently the Tame; namely, to give the Englith 
fleet battle, to eripple it in fugh a manner, that 
to return to port, in order to give the flegi. of 
tran{ports an opportunity to fet fail under convoy 
of a few fhips kept in referve, joined to thole 
which have been the leaft damaged’ im Daitle.

A difpatch, of which the following isa copy, has 
this day been received by the Rt. Hon. Henry 
Dundas, one of his Majeliy’s principal Secre- 
taries of State, from Lieut. Col. Warde, of the 
rft regiment of Guards, dated on board the 
Expedition frigate, eight giclock, P. M. May 
20,1798. 


Sir, in confequence of the Minerva frigate (on 
board which were'the four light infantry compa- 
nies of the 1ft regiment of foot guards) having 
unfortunately loft her fituation in the {quadron 
under the command of Capt. Popham, of the Roy- 
al Navy, during the night of the 18i:h inf. the 
command of the remainder of the troops, from 
that accident, has devolved upon me; and f have 
the honor to tranfmit to you the moft correct ac- 
couat that I have been enabled to colleét. 

Early on che morning of the 19th inft. the fol- 
lowing troops, under the command of Major Ge- 
neral Coote, viz. two companies, L. infantry, Cold- 
ftream guards; twoditto, ditto, 3d guards; rith 
regiment of Foot; igth and agth Flank Compa- 
nies, with fix pieces of ordnance, difembarked, | 
and effected their landing, at three o’clotk in the 
morning, to the eaftward of Oftend, and comple- | 
ted the object of the expedition, by burning a 
‘number of boats deftined for the invafion of En- 

gland, and by fo completely deftroying th¢ locks 
and baton gates of the Bruges canal, that it was | 
this morning without'a drop of water’; andas 1 
underftand all the trantports fitting out at Fluth- 
ing were intended to be brought to Oftend and 
Dynkirk by the inland navigation, to avoid our 
‘cruizers, that arrangement will be defeated, and 
it will be a long time before the works can be re- 
paired, as they were five years finifhing, and were 
efteemed the moft coniptéte works of the kind in } 
Europe. The troops had retreated, and were rea- 
dy to re-embark by twelve o’clock the fame morn- 
ing, with the lofs of only one rank and file killed 
and one feaman wounded,’ but found it impoflible 
fromthe wind having encreafed, and the furf run- 
ning fo high, as entirely to prevent their regain- 
ing the boats, upon which they took up a polition | 
on the fand-bills above the beach, where they lay 
the whole of that day and night upon their arms. 
The enemy, taking advantage of the Jength of 
time and the night, collected in very great force, 
and foon after day-break this morning, attacked 
them on every fide, when, after a moft noble and 
gallant defence, 1 am grieved to add, they were 
under the neceffity of capitulating, to a very great 
fuperiority of numbers,

“hefeus and Swiftfure, of 74 guns each, having 
under our convoy between 50 and 60 fail of tranf- 
ports, full of troops, bound to Lifbon. As foon 
as we got under way, the Spanith gun-boats and 
bomb-veffels, above thirty in number, came out 
of Algeziras, and made a moft furious attack 
upon us; théir defign was to cut off the tranf 
ports, which they knew were fo full of men, that 
they could make but little refiftance. The wea- 
ther was in their favour, ic being a dead calm, 
and the water {mooth; infomuch, that we were 


®- obliged to put out our boats, to tow the men of 


war and the tranfports, which gave the enemy an 
advantage of us. Notwithftanding the Spaniards 
failed in their defign, and fuffered feverely for 
their enterprize. The tide drifted our fhips un- 
der the enemy’s forts, the guns of which kept 
up a heavy difcharge of fhells and fhot upon us, 
The fire, however, from our forts at Gibraltar, 
and the men of war, prevailed againfi their gun- 
boats, notwithftanding they are fuch {mall ob- 
jects, rifing only-about two feet and a half above 
the furface of the water; yet they generally carry 
* metal from 24 to 48 pounders. ‘he firing at 
both fides was kept up for an hour and: three 

_ quarters, and two of the enemy’s gun-boats were 
dink. and the reft fo much difabled, that with 
difficulty they efcaped us. Neither men of war 
or tranfports received any material injury; the 
former were hic by fome fhot in their hulls, and 
had afew men wounded, and not more than two 
\ orthree killed. The Spaniards muft have loft 
a number of men, having barely but as many left 
as could help them to run away. The having 
fuch an advantage over us aS calm weather and 
fmooth water, induced them to ‘attack fiercely, 
but after this experiment, they were received fo 
handfomely, their inclination will not be ftrong 
to try another, The fleet of Lord St. Vincent is 
healthy, and in a very formidable fiate; and we 
are prcparing for defperate attacks upon Cadiz,

Laft night the Northen mail coach was ftop- 
ped under Santry wall, and, together with the 
fetters it contained, burned., The circumilances 
were thefe: In a certain part of.the road, cars 
were placed fo as to obftruct the paffage of the 
coach, which, having arrived at this point, was 
furrounded by nine or ten armed perfons, who 
faid that they intended no harm---but merely 
withed to prevent the contents of the mail from 
falling into the hands of a great body of infur- 
gents, which wasa little farther on. The coach- . 
man and guatd conceiving by juch language that 
their obftruétion proceeded from loyal precaution, 
made no refiftance, and were undeceived only 
by feeing the coach, &c. in a few moments in 
flames---they having previoufly been forced into 
an adjoining houfe. In the fields near to where 
this tranfaction took place were affembled a large 
body of people, not léefs, as the. mail coachman 
calculated, than a thoufand perfons. A fmall { 
remnant of the letters were brought half burnt to. 
che Poft-office, None of the paflangers were ill- 4 
treated, nor any thing taken from their perfons.

‘This morning led us further into the caufe.--- 
A large body of Infurgents had afflembled be- 
tween Crumlin and Tallagh, in the neighbour- 
hood of Saggard, all armed, and moft of them 
mounted: they were oppofed by the Yeomanry 
in that quarter who fired on them, but without 
effect, and were obliged to retreat. _An exprefs 
having been fent in the interim, a re-inforcement 
of Cavalry (the 5th Drageons) arrived, between

In the firft conference he had with 
Neufchatean, he delivered the prefents from the 
Emperor to Buonaparte, with the requeft that 
they might be fent him. Neufchateau prefented 
the Count with a beautiful Buf of Buonaparte, 
manuiattured at Seves. oe 

‘The Imperial Ambaffador. lias again folemnly 
éeclared at Raftadt, that the Court of. Vienna 
could by no means agree to the laft French de- 
sands, they being dangerous to the independence 
of Germany, and the tranquillity of other ftates. 

The Pruffian Minifiérs at Rafladt have alfo 
declared to the French Minifter Bonnier, that 
the very unexpected demands made by the French 
in their la&t Note, on the Right Bank of the 
Rhine, ‘had reade’a very great impreffion upon 
his Pru‘lian Majefiy; that the King con fidered 
the demand of forerefés on the Right Bank of 
the Rhine, as‘an offenfive and threatening mea- 
fure, which would.okligehim to take meafures 
of fafety, and that he particuiarly referred to the 
fortrefs of Ehrenbreitiicin, which was neceflary 
to the fafety of Germany. ‘The Pruffian Minit- 
ter added, that the King did not propofe to enter 
into any vew coalition, provided the French de- 
fified from their demands. ‘The King likewtfe 
would engage to make no attempts agaipft the 

aceable pofleflion of thofe countries which the 

mpire fhould cede to France on the Left Bank 
of the Rhine. 


GENOA, 
4 MAY 19. 

On the 19th, the French convoy which had 
returned, failed again, after having taken on 
board more provifions and ammunition. It con- 
fits of about 12,000 Land Forces on board, 
commanded by General Baraguay D’Hilliers.

‘afiiftance, was preferved from death, _ 

While the proceffion attended Lieut. Efimond 
to his execution, a prifoner was brought into the 
Barrack-gate, Two dragoons, who had jo ars 
rived from the co. Kildare: appeared to recognize 
the prifoner, and one Of shém in a fit of unre. > 
{trained paffion fhot him dead, declaring that he 
was the murderer of his officer, Capt, Erfkine 
who was inhumanly maffacred fome time fince at 
Kileullen-bridge. The dragoons were inftantly 
taken into cuftody; for however excufeable the 
feelings of indignation againft an affafin may be 
the gaod of fociety requirés that no man tha be 
iuffered to inflié punithment of his own mere 
motive, without folemn enquiry into the guilt of 
the criminal,

I beg to acquaint you, for the information of 
my Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty, that

Channel with the Squadron under my command, 
I received information on the igth, that the 
King’s T roops were to commence their attack on_ 
the Rebels at Wexford on the 20th or arf. I 
immediately proceeded off that Harbour with the 
Ships named in the margin,* and five Cutters 
which I had collected. Lieutenant. Carpenter,. 
fen. Lieutenant of the Endymion, was immedi- 
ately difpatched in command of the Cutters and 
Ships’ Launches, manned, and armed with car- 
renades in their prows, to blockade the inward 
entrance of the Harbour, and. to prevent the 
efcape of the Rebel each Veflels, and others, 
of which they were in poffelfion, to the amount 
of forty or. fifty Sail. 


On the 21ft I was joined by the Chapman and 
Weazle Sloops, which, by the light draught of 
water, anchored much nearer in than the }'ri- 
gates could venture, and thereby gave more 
effectual proteétion to the Cutters and Launches 
deflined to‘atack the Harbour and Fort at the 
entrance of it, which fired on them.

_.. Previous to the Revolution of the qth of Sep- 
tember, confiderable hopes had been entertained 
of the Reftoraiion of Peace, and there even 
feemed a profpedt of fuch an alteration in the ge- 
neral Spirit aid internal Syftem of the French 
Government, as might afford at leaft an interval 
ef Tranquillity to Europe.

We had hitherto fupported the Conteit by the 
aid drawn from a flourithing Commerte, from 
undifturbed and protected Indaliry, and from the 
continued accumulation of a¢tive and productive 
Capital. 

‘The Enemy had, in the fame period, dimi- 
nifhed-ats Population by Millions; annihilated 
its Trade, Navigation, and Manufaéturgs, and || 
facrifiged and funk perhaps one halt of the whole | 
agregste wealth of the country. Having long 
paffed the boundary which would, according to 
ali moral probabilities, limit the exertions of a 
nation, they were become, under the guidance of 

‘an unrelenting defpotifm, only the more formid- 
able to'their neighbours. In the midit of inter- 
nai weaknefs and milery, the continuance of the 
fame gigantic and convulfive efforts, was only a 
flight camparitive aggravation of diftreis, alrea- 
dy fo-great and fo habitual, as to make its far- 
ther gradations fcarcely fenfible.

Special Commi fion— High Treafon. 

~On Thurfday lah, Henry and John Sheares, 
Eigrs. were brought before’the Court, held by 
Special Commiffion in Dublin, for the trial of 
perfons lately apprehended on treafonable 
charges.

Jt is known 
‘that a thort time fince, about 500 Pitdmontefe 
rebels feized the town of Carofio, which 1s en- 
tireiy furrounded by our territory. The King of 
Sardinia, after fome fruitlels application to our 
Government for a paffage for his troops, thought 
proper to order 4000 men to march through the 
Ligarian Republic and attack the town. The 
rebels immediately evacuated Carofio, which was 
taken pofleffion ‘of by the Sardinian troops.— 
Shortly after a battle took place on the Ligurian 
territory, near Gayi, the commandant of which 
town fired on the contending parties. ‘The bat- 
tle lafted fix hours, when a column of the rebels 
‘took refuge under the cannon of Gavi. The

| Capture of La Seine French Frigate. 
Plymouth, Fuly 12. 


This morning arrived here from a cruize, his 
majeity’s fhips Lriton, of 32 guns, captain Gore; 
and the St. Fiorenzo, of 44 guns, captain Sir 
fi. B. Neale. Laft week on the coast of France, 
thede fhips, in company with the Jalon, of 38 
guns, captain Stirling; and La Pique of 38 guns, 
captain Miine, tell im with a very large French 
frigate, daid to be called La Seine, from the East, 
Indies, to which they gave chace, and after run- 
ning her'tome distance, {he approacked fo near 
the fhore in trying to efcape, that the struck on 
arock, and the above thips, in following her, 
ill get aground, in which fituation they kept up a 
heavy fire on the French fhip until fhe struck, 
nd the crew deferted hex. Fortunately, the 
éritoh, St. Phorenso and Fafon, got off again 
vith very litle damage, but La Pigue was fo 
htuated that the crew were obliged to quit her, 
and they took poffeilion of the French frigate, 
which they got off; and found her to have on 
board. property to a very great amount, from the 
East Indies. Za Pigue was fet fire to by her own 
crew, and compleatiy destroyed: one of the Ljeu- 
tenants of the St. Pfcrenzo, in affisting to fire La 
Pigue, was blown-up, and’ is much hurt. It is 
(gid, that a Lienrenant and 16 men of the Faton 
were killed by a broadiide from the French fri- 
wate, whilst ii¢ was on the rocks: the Jaton is 
gone up Channel, having the prize in tow,

‘By the exprefs which came from General 
Myers, it appears that the yeomanhry corps from 
the metropolis had not been brought into action.

The 
firing, however, did not ceafe: la Pique’s matts 
were all thot away, and fhe othetwife greatly dif 
abled, when the Jafon commenced her attack, 
unfortunately fhe was alio driven on fhore, by the 
rapidity of the current, and being turned round 
with her stern to the Seine’s brordfide, was repeat- 
edly raked, by which means her masts, fails, &c: 
were much cut, and the 2d Lieutenant and 10 men 
killed. La Pigue has none either killed or woun- 
ded but was found fo much difabled, that fhe was 
abondoned and destroyed (burnt). The officers 
and fhip’s company of La Pique are on 
board la Seine, which fhip, in company with the 
fafon, has proceeded for Porfmouth-'. La Seine 
had 160 men killed, ahd 170 wounded; most, of 
the datter were difembarked by the Freweh Cap- 
tain, as allo many articlés of merchandize The 
Captain then returned on-board, and furmrdered 
hinotelf prifener with bis crew.

ing Proclamation: 


Charles Emmanuel, 

After the many inftances of fovereign clemency 
by which we have already invited the Emigrants 
and Infurgents who endeavoured to invade oui 
frontier provinces, to-return to their duty, we arc 
ftill difpofed, and-principaily out of refpect to 
the French Republic, which has intérpofed its me 
diation, to grant\them complete and general 
aninefty, with the following declarations, 
contained in thefe prefents, ifflued with our con 
fent, by our Royal Authoricy, and the advice ot 
our Councils: 


1, We grant a complete, entire, and abfolute 
amnefty, to all, without exception, as well fubjets 
as foreigners, who have taken part either directly 
or indire@tly in the infurrections which have taken 
place in our dominions, or who, prior hereto, 
have, on account of their political opinions, been 
fub‘ected to any criminal profecution, i 

2. In confequence ofthis, the proceedings which 
have begun, as well «as the fentences which have 
been pronounced upon thefe facts, fall be abro- 
gated. Inthe firit place, thole who have been 
arrefted on charges of -this nature, fhall be fet at 
liberty, and ail further proceedings fhall, without 
diflingtion, ceafe, fo tar-asrelaces to their paft 
conduct. 

2. Thofe who have been guilty of other offen- 
ces, not excepting deferters, thal likewile be in- 
cluded in thisampefty forthe fadis above fpecifi-

If the deftination of ‘the Toulon Fleet by the

way of the Iichmus of Suez, it has difficulties in. 
furmountable to encounter, and from a gonh- 
deration of the following fa@s, the project’ in 
deed appears utterly impracticable. Alexandria 
is the only port in the Mediterranean {aitable 
to thé attempt, and that port from its expofure 
to certain winds, and the badnefs of the anchor 
age, is extremely hazardous, as the cables are 
frequently cut to pieces, and the fhips deflroyed 
by running foul of each other, or biiging on its 
numerous jands, 

About eighteen years ago forty-two fhips were 
thus deftroyed by driving from their anchors; 
they were literally dathed to pieces again the 
Mole. 

The country round Alexandria and the wlole 
Tithmus of Suez, which is fifty feven miles acrots 
to the Red Sea, is a barren fandy defert, neither 
producing water, nor capable of vegetation, —— 
The water ufed at Alexandria is conveyed in a 
canal from the River Nile, 12 leagues diftant, 
and preferved m refervoirs or vaults under th: 
town all the year, as the water is only procured 
during the inundation of the Nile; and can be 
cut off with the greateft eale in cafe of foreign 
invafion. ‘The country in fact is untenable by 
an hoftile power, unlefs they couid draw their 
fupplies from Europe; which in the prefent ¢afe 
we truft Sir Horatia Nelion will effectually pre 
vent, and if he blocks up their Fleet, it wali cer- 
tainly be deftroyed in the harbour. 

At Suez oa the other fide of the Ifthmuis,. the 
only water ufed is from a wel! fome miles diftant 
from the town, and this is fo very naufeous the 
Europeans cannot drink it without)a great deai 
of fpirits in it. But even tuppeGng it poilible 
to cut a caval through fuch horrible defart i 
would be impoffible to launch their Fleet on the 
Red Sea, trom the thaliownefs of the water, as 
the fmall thips trading to that port, lade and un 
lade their cargoes by means of boats, fhips nor 
being able to come near the fhote by upwards of 
a league.

La Senfible 
had on board her General Baraguay d’Hiliiers, 
the Second in command to Buonaparte, in the 
expedition fitted out at Voulon, and the bearer 
of dilpatches from that General to the Executive 
Direétory: fhe had alfo on board the trophies 
taken by the French at Malta. The action be- 
tween thefe frigaves took place near the ifland of 
Partalaria: it lafled but a fhort time, during 
which, however, it was very brifkly fupported, 
The Senfible had 18 men killed and 35 wound. 
ed; the Sea-Horfe had only two killed and 5 
wounded, ‘The latter veffel proceeded on her 
voyage to join Admiral Neifon, after manning 
her prize. j 

Ii appears by the intelligence collefted from 
the prifoners taken on board La Senfibie, that 
Buonaparte left Malta on the 18th ult. and that 
he iteered and was fuppofed to be going eaftward, 
As we learn by the Hamburgh mail, which ar- 
rived yeflerday, that Admiral Neifon was on the 
16th of June off Naples, and was fteering for 
Malta, we think it very probable that the Eng. 
lif fleet may yet fall in with that from Toulon, 
an event which the French themfelves confider 
as the deftru€tion of their expedition. 

It is flated ia fome of the papers of this morn- 
ing that fome diamonds were on board La Sen- 
fible, but for this report we can jofitively fay 
there is no good authority. 

Further advices from Admiral’ Nelfon were re- 
ceived by Government early this morning. Al) 
that has tranfpired is, that the Admiral, at the 
date of his diipatches, was within 23 hours fail 
of the French fleet; amd that the officers and

endeavouring to fhew that there were no traitors 
m Ireland; that the innocent were accufed, and 
the accufers were guilty; confprrators in the 
fame capital were by a formal refolution giving 
the lie‘to what this able, eloquent, and popular 
character was urging in Parliament. The Re- 
folution was expreffed in thefe words: 


“ Refilued, That we will pay no attention ta any 
meafure whtch the Parliament of this kingdom may 
adopt to divert the pullic mind from the grand object 
weh ve in view, as nothing lefs than a complete Rege- 
neration of our country can fatisfy us.”

“The Royal Family rofe from t«ble with 
grest uneafinels, and afiembled in the Queen's 
Chamber. { went down to dine with Tifon and 
his wife, who were employed for the feryice of 
the Tower, 


, 

We were fearcely feated, when a head on the: 
point of g pike was held to the window. Ti- 
fon’s wife gave a violent fcream, which the mur- 
derers fuppofed to have proceeded frem the 

11 Queen, and we heard the favages laughing tim- 
moderately. Imagining that her Majefly was 
ftill at dinner, they placed their vidtim induch a 
manner that it could not elcape her fight. The 

-head was the Princefs de Lamballe’s, ;which, 
though bleeding, was not disfigured, and her fine 
light hair, fill curling, waved round the pike. 

I ran infkantly to the Kine. My countenance 
was {fo altered by terror, that it was perceived, 
by ‘the Queen, from whom it was neceMlary to 
hide the caufe; and I wifhed to make it known 
only to the King, or to Madame Elizabeth; but 
the two Commillioners of the Municipality were 
prefent. “ Why. don’t you go and dine?’ faid 
the Queen. \[ réplied, that I was not well; and 
at that moment, another Municipal Officer, en- 
tering the ‘Tower, came and fpoke to his affoci- 
ates with an air of myftery.. On the King’s afk- 
ing if his family was in itafety, they anlwered, 


“Tt has been reported, that you and your family { 
are gone from the Lower, and the people are | 


caliing for you to-appear atthe window; but we 
{hall not fuffer it, for they ought to fhow more 
confidence in their Magiftrates.” 

In the mean time, the clamour without In- 
created, and iniuits addreffed to the Queen were 
diftinétly heard, when another Municipal Officer 
came in, followed by iour men, deputed by the 

r populace, to afcertain whether the Royal Family 
was or Wasnot inthe Tower. One of them, ac- 
coutred in the uniform.of the National Guards, 
with two epaulettes, and a huge fabre in his 
hand, infifled that the prifoners fhould fhow 
themfelves. at the windows, but the Municipal 
Officers wou!d not allow it; upon which the fel 
low fatd to the Queen, in the moft indecent man 
ner: “ They want to keep you from feeing the 
Lamballe’s head, which has been brought you, 
that you may know how the people avenge them- 
felves on their tyrants: I advife you to fhew your 
felf, if you will not have them come up here.’”— 
At this threat the Queen fainted away. I flew 
to fupport her, and Madame Elizabeth afiifted 
me in placing her-upon a chair, while her! chil- 
dren, melting into tears; endeavoured by their 
carefies to bring her to herfeif, The wretch 
kept looking on, and the King, with~a firm 
voice, faid to him: “ We are'prepared for every 

|} thing, Sir; but you might have difpenfed with 
relating this horrible difafter to the Queen.”— 

Their purpofe being accomplifhed, he wenviaway 
with bis companions. | 

The Queen, coming to herfelf, mingled her 
tears with thofe of her children, and all tie fa- 
mily removed to Madame Elizabeth’s chamber, 
where the noifes of the mob were lefs heard. I 
remained a fhort time in the Queen’s, and Jook- 
ing out at the window through the binds, | faw 
again the Princefs de Lamballe’s head, |The 
perfon that carried it was mounted upon the|rub-

| Lower; another ftood behind him, holding the 
heart of that unfrtunate Princefs, covered with 
blood, on the point of a fabre.

with mine.” ‘Then: going up clofe to his Ma- 
jelty, with his hat on-his head, he continued :— 
“ Nobody has a right to meddle with it, and you 
lefs than any one elfe.” He was infolent the 
whole day, I have fince learned that his name 
was Meunnier. 


Another Commiffioner, whole name was Le 
Clerc, a phyfician, being in the Queen’s cham 
ber when I was teaching the Prince to write, in- 
terrupted him te pronounce a difcourfe on the 
| Republican education, which it was neceflary 
to give the Dauphin, and he wanted to change 
the books he was ftudying for works of the moft 
revolutionary nature, 


A fourth was ptefent, when the Queen was 
reading to ber children from a volume of the hif- 
tory of France, at the period when the Conflable 
dé Bourbon took up arms againft France. He 
pretended that by this the Queen intended. to in- 
{til into the mind of her fon ideas of vengeance 
again{t his country, and laid a formal informa-, 
tion againft it before the Council, which I made- 


niate her intentions. 


A man named Simon, fhoe-maker and Muni- 
cipal Officer, was one of the ix Commiffioners 
| appointed to infpect the works and expences at 
ihe Temple. He was the only one, who, under 


quitted the Tower. ‘This man, whenever he ap 
peared in the prefence of the Royal Family, 
always treated them with the wildelt infoience; 
and would frequently fay to me, fo near the King 
as to be heard by him—* Clery, afk Capet if he 
wants any thing, that I mayn’t have the trouble 
of coming up twice.” I was obliged to anfwer 
that he wanted fothing. This is the fame Simon 
to whofe care the young Louis was afterwards 
contfigned, and who by a fyftematic barbarity 
prolonged the torment of that amiable and un- 
fortunate child; there is alfo great reafon to be- 
lieve that he was the inftrument made ufe of to 
fhorten his days. 


In teaching the young Prince the cypher, I 
made a multiplication table, according to direc- 
tions given by the Queen, which a Municipal 
Officer pretended was a,means fhe took ‘to teach 
her fon how to corref{pond by fecret figns, and 
he was obliged to give up the {tudy of arithmetic. 

The fame thing had happened with refpeé to 
the tapeftry, which the Queen and Madame 
Elizabeth had worked on their being firft con- 
fined, Having finifhed fome chair backs, the 
Queen ordered me to fend them to the Duchefs 
de Serent; but the Municipal Officers, whofe 
leave I afked, thought that the defigns contained 
hieroglyphies for the purpofe of correfponding, 
and, in confequence obtained anorder, by which 
it was forbidden to fuffer the works of the Queen 
and Princeffes to be fent out of the Tower. 

There were fome of the Municipal Officers 
who never fpoke of any of the Royal Family 


thets. One of them, named Turlot, one day faid 
in my hearing—* If no executioner ‘could be 
found to guillotine thisd——d family, I would 
guillotine them myfelf,” 


When the King and family went to walk, they 
had to pafs by a number of fentries, of which, 
even at that period, there were. feveral ftationed 
within the imall tower, The. foldiers on duty 
prefented their arms. to the Municipal Officers 


King approached them, they grounded their fire- 
locks, or clubbed them ludicroufly. 


One of the foldiers within, wrote one day on 
the King’s chamber door, and that too on the in:

The fon of a merchant in Birmingham, who 
happened to be at Sienna, in ‘Tufcany, during the | 
late earthquake there, has written the following 
account of it, dated Sienna, S:nday, May 27,1798. . 


« Yeflerday, at ten minutes paft one, the moft 
terrible earthquake ever felt in Sienna took place | 
I was writing in my room with Mr. H. when on 
a fudden a moft violent concuffive and reverbera- - 
tive motion almoft threw us down, and affected 
us like an electric fhock; the fervant who was 
with us actually fell. Itlafted half 2 minute, 
and then the moft tremendous noife was heard 
from the bowels of the earth. Aware, that it 
was an earthquake, I cried out, run, run; our 
rooms were inf’ yitly filled with duft, and the 
mortar-and bricks f2]] about our ears, On de-' 
feending, we found ail the city-in coafternation, 
the ftreets full of duft and fallen chimnies; and 
almoft the firft object I faw was a poor man wal+ 
lowing in his blood, who had been thrown down 
trom a fcaffolding, ‘The ftreets refounded with 
the cries of women half diftracted, while the men © 
_were engaged in coiledting their ftraggling fami- 
lies. I icon returned into the houfe, and found ~ 
our walls all cracked, brick floors burit afunder, 
windows broken and‘torn open, and, in fhort, al- 

r Wethen wenttothe pub- , 
lic walk called the Lizza, where was colleéted a 
vaft concourfe of people and carriages, all exhibi- 
ting indefcribable feenes of pain and mifery. | 
The earth on the walk was much cracked, andail - 
the houfés in the city fplit almoft from top to 
bottom. Returning again home, we determined 
to go to Lady Caroline Spaniock’s, when a fe- 
cond fhock made our room crack like a velfel in 
a florm. We found Lady C, in the utmoft dif 
trefs; a wall had fallen upon her eldeft fon, and 
twelve others of the fcholars in the college of the 
city; his bruifed arm had been taken off, but it 
was not expected he would live. Every where, 
as we returned to our lodging, we heard the cries 
of diftrefs; and at half paft eight o’clock a third 
fhock, more dreadful than the former, determined 
us at all events to quit the city. We went to the 
Marquis of Landadare’s, where we were well re- 
ceived, and found multitudes, of tugitives, We 
paffed the night in numbers on fofas, chairs mat- 
traffas, &c. feeling an almoft continual vibration 
of the earth. In the morning we returned te the 
city, and found it nearly depopulated. ‘The peo- 
ple were on the Lizza, under-a kind of tents; the 
tich, there have no other habitations than their 
carriages. ‘The churches are all damaged, and 
ma{s faid in the open air; indeed none of the 
public buildings can be fafely ufed. Sienna ap- 


pears to be ruined; another fhock will raze it to 
the ground.”

bill.—-Early on Friday morning thefe two 
parties joined, and proceeded to Robertitown 
Wood, near Greenogue, thence to Gatret. 
ftown and the Black Lyon, where they flept 
that night. Their deftination ‘at! that time 
was Varah Hill, but Gen. Meyrick being ap- 
prized thereof, took poff-ffion of that poft ; 
difappointed then in this obje&, they knew 
not what to do, and early on Saturday morn- 
ing they proceeded to Dollardftown (plunder- 
ing and burning as they went) and paffed by 
Mr. Lambert of Beau Parck, which they did 
not venture to attack, to Stackallen-bridge, 
which croffes the Boyne. The Slane cavalry 
croffed to tne fouth of the river, and kept in 
their rear, and by, this means came up with a 
{mall party of plunderers and foragers, which 
they difperfed, while the main body was ran- 
facking Lord Boyne’s houte, and butning the 
town of Stackallan.—Lheir delay there gave 
General ‘Meyrick, who had marched early 
that morning from Tarah, an opportuntty. of 
gaining on them, and having’by accident met 
part of the Southerland Repiment under Maj. 
General Wemys, at the Black Lyon. the Ge- 
nerals proceeded topether to the bog of 
Knightftown. The rebel army there made a 
ftand on @ piece of ground,-where neither the 
remainder of the Carlow regiment, aotwith- 
flanding the exertions of Col. Latouche, 
(which the General had ordered from Navan 
alfo,) or the Highlanders could a@ upon them. 
Colorels Maxwell and Ord were then ordered 
to charge, which was fo effetually done that 
the rebels fled to the bog, when they were 
purfued by thé'infantry and numbers of them 
flain. The General caufed the bog to be fur 

rounded by the fenfible cavalry, together with 
the Fingal, Drogheda, Navas, and other 
yeomanry, whovcut them down as they at- 
ttmpted to efcape. Several of them who at.

the feveral paffes on the Boyne, : 

“You will fee by this recital that this patt 
of the rebels army, which was fo fortunately | 
deferted here was the fame that Gen, Meyrick 
had been purfuing from the 12th. and that will 
account for my taking up my hiftory fo long 
betore the battle of Kaichtfion. To his good 
conduct and conftant clofe purfuit, | do con- 
ceive, we, of this country, are entirely indebted 
for the fuccefS of that day, and if all his plans 
had fucceeded as effeually as'this did, the 
matter would have been ftill more decifive.

There isan exifting characteriftic in the 
national fpiric of Ireland, unitormly evinced 
inthe bold and gallant minds of its natives, 
who while utterly carelefs of perfonal | fafety, 
and too pre ‘in a courageous fadiffereace 
to life, are’ever ready to ri{que it in duels, or 
other quarrels for caufes of honour? or for

’ frigate fought very badly ; the crew were com- 
pofed of Maltefe, and were fucha fet of co- 
wards, that D’Hilliets was obliged to thteaten 
fo cur,them tod pieces, in order to Hiake them 
Heht. Sixty of our men were killed, and the 
frigate pierced through and through. The 
Captain, who 1s a mere blockhead, did nat 
kuow the Enemy till they were within mufket 
fhot, and he was obliged to ycild becaufs they 
were on the point of boarding. D’Hilliers 
was perfectly furious with the Captain and 
with the ctew. He is not dangeroujly wounded, 
though his body was like afieve, from the nu 
balls that hit him—(crible de balles.) 

* He prevented the Englith from becoming 
mafters of his difpatches by throwing them 
inte the Sea. D*Hilliers and his Aid de Camp 
were conveyed to Gibralter, from thence they 
willgotoLondon.

weather was now beginning to grow cold, His 
Majefty ordered me to write down the demand 
which he figned. In this card I made ufe of 
exactly the fame expreffions as formesly: fuch 
as, “ the King demands for his fon, &c.”.., 
“ You are extremely Jnfolent, {aid Defour. 
nelles,to dare to make ufe of fucha title which 
kas been abolifhed by the voice of thé people, 
as you have this moment heard.” I told him 
that [had indeed-heard a proclamation read, 
but that I knew nothing whatever of its pur- 
port “ Why, then, I'll inform you faid he 33:

The King, although apprized of this 
event, was fenfibly agitated anew by its com- 
pletion. His ditcontolate family, meanwhile, 
were ftriving to reai inthe eyes of the officers 
the whole extent of their defigus. The King 
whillt leaving them heard’ their adieus with 
the moft alarming prefentiments, and this fe- 
paration, the forerunner of fo many calamities, 
Was Amoag the mok afflicting moments which 
their Majefties hacty hitherto experienced in 
the Temple, I followed che King iato his new 
prifon. ie 

His Majefiy’s apartment in the great Tower 
was by no, means yet finifhed. ‘here was ia 
it no furniture excepting one~ bed. The 
paintersand workmen were ftill employed in 
it, infomuch that an intolerable fmell was dif 
fufed throughout, which I feared would be 
hurtful to the King. ‘They had appointed for 
me an apartment very remote from the King, 
] earnefily implored to be brought nearer. 

I paffed the firft night on a chair befide his 
Majefty, who next day, with mach difficulty, 
obtained for me an apartment adjoining to 
bis own. After his Majefiy had rifen, I 
wanted to return to the Little Tower, to drefs 
the young prince; the Municipal Officers 
prevented me... Veron, one of them faid to 
me, You are to have no more communication 
“ with the prifoners, nor is your mafter to 
“ have any more; he muft not even again fee 
* his children.’ At nine o'clock, the King 
defired he might be condu€ed to’ bis family.

In half an hour afterwards, two Munietpal 
Officers entered, followed by a boy, who. car- 
ried to the King a bit of bread and a glafs of 
lemonade for his breakiaft.

During this interval, 1 was in a corner of 
the apartment, funk in grief, anda prey to 
the moft beart-breaking refle@tions on the fate 
of this auguft family. On the one hand, I 
bebeld the forrows of my mafter, whilft on the 
other, limmagined the young Prince aban- 
doned to other bands. They had even already 
hinted at the probability of his feparation from 
their Majefties ; ard, whata new fource of 
anguith would not fucb a privation occafion 
in the Queen !—My mind was filled with thefe 
tormenting thougbts, when the King advanc- 
ed towards me, holding in his hand the bread 
which had been broveht him. Offering me 
the half of it, be faid, “they have forgot your 
breakfaft, it feems; accept of this, the te- 
mainder is enough tor me.” J declined it; 
but he infifled on my compliance. Iceuld not 
fupprefs my tears ; the King perceived them,

the Almighty for this unexpected felicity, and 
exhibited a fpectacle the moft intereRing.— 
Some of the Muncipal Officers could not 
withhold their tears (the only tears which I 
faw them fhed tn this frightful abode.) One 
of them, the fhoémaker Simon, faid, audibly 
enongh, * I fancy tbefe b s of women: 
could make me weep!—then addrefling the 
Queen, *' When you were deftroying the peo- 
ple, on the roth of Auguft, there was no 
weeping among you.’—The Queen replied, 
“The people is extremely deluded with refi 
pect to our feelings,” 

I then colleéted and carried to the King the 
books which he wanted. The Muncipal Of 
ficers went in along with me, to announce to 
his Majefty that he fhould {ve his family. I 
remarked to the officers that I might doubrlets 
coutinue in the fervice ef the young Prince 
and Priaceffes, ‘To this they afi-ented. . I was 
thus enabled to unfold te the Queen what was 
paffing, and all the fufferings of the King 
fince his feparation from his family, Dinaer 
was ferved up in the Kino’s apartment where 
his family was affembled, and one might form, 
an eftimate of the terror which bad alarmed 
them, from the emotion which they now dif.

nuedto meet ‘together at the time of meals, 
as well as in their walks: After dinner, they 
fhewed the Queen the apartment which was 
preparing for ber above that of the King.

Meanwhile I continued my attendance as 
well on their Majefties, as on the young Prince 
and the Princeffes. ‘Their employments were 
nearly the fame as formerly. ‘The afliduity of 
the King in inftru@ting his fow experienced 
no interruption, but the refidence of the Roy- 
al Family intwo feparate towers, whilfi it ren- 
dered the vigilance of the Municipal officers 
more difficult, rendered it alfo more tkfome, 
Their number was increafed, and their fufpi- 
cion left mre few means of being informed of 
what occurred abroad. ‘The following are 
thofe of which L avail myfelf: I obtained leave 
for my wife to come to the Temple once a week, 
under the femblance of bringing for me linen 
and other neceffaries ; fhe was always accom- 
panied by. a female friend, who paffed for her 
relation. No one evinced a more cordial af- 
fetion for the Royal family, than this lady, in 
the meafures which fhe undertook, and the 
rifks which fhe rah on many occafions. On 
their arrival I was fent for to the Council 
Chamber, but I was allowed to converfe with 
them only in the prefence of the Municipal 
Officers, who watched us clofely. Their firfl 
vifits therefore by no means anfwered my de- 
fion. Lintimated to them the expediency of 
coming in future at one in the afsernoon. 
This was the ume of walking, during which 
moft of the Municipal officers ufed to follow 
the Royal family, and when‘only one remain- 
ed in the Counci!

There: was another evil fill more glaring, 
and which was the fountain or feource from 
which thefe low conventicles of drunkennefs, 
riot and rebellion drew the principal fupply 
of the means of mifchief—he meant the clan- 
deftine ftills which every where abounded 
through the country, and from which alone 
the clandeftine fellers of whifkey were fup- 
plied. Such was the audacity in which thofe 
Hills were wrought, that the owners of them 
almoft fet the Maviftrates at defiance, and the 
Revenue furveyors refuted to’ mterfere for 
their fuppreffion, faying it was not their bu- 
finefs, unlefs the Magiftrate would lay before 
them an information.

This proclamation was tranimitted by his 
Excellency’s commands o Sir Ralph Aber- 
cromby,, then commander in chief, who 
was directed to proceed, into the. diftarbed

Your Committee annex to this report a 
notice to the inbabitanrs of the difturbed 
counties, as ified by the faid Commander in 
Chief; and think it incumbent on themto 
obferve,’ that on this, and inGeed on every 
occafion in which’ the Government, or the 
ofiters adling unde its! orders, have been 
driven to the weceflity of adopting extraor- 
dinary faéafures for the fafety of the State, 
full notice and time have uniformly been 
given before they were acted upon, and the 
people have been exhorted to prevent the ne.

Itappearsto your'Committee that the fleps 
‘then taken, as mentioned in the proclama: 
tion, had an almoft immediate effect in re- 
prefling the audaciry of the rebels and in re- 
ftoring tranguiliiy—the loyal inhabitants 
were in many places enabled to rerarn in 
fafery to their howfes—murders became lefs 
frequent——in, many counties, particularly in 
Kildare and Tipperary, the people, fenfible 
of the madnefs and wickednefs of their con- 
duct, began openly ro acknowledge their 
crimes, furrender their aims, and point ont 
‘their leaders and feducers; a fubmiffion 
which invariably obtained for them pardon 
and protection. 

In April and the beginning of May, the 
delafion of the people was fo faft and fo 
widely yielding to the meafares of Govern- 
ment, which, while they treated with feve- 
rity the obflinately guilty, in all cafes held 
forth mercy to the repentant, that the leaders 
of the treafon both in Dublin and in the 
provinces began to perceive that their canfe 
was lofing ground, and that they had no 
other alternative left but to bazard on infur- 
tion or to relinquifh their hopes. The ar-

The Government perfeAly informed of 
the intentions of the confpirators, caufed 
feveral of the leaders to be apprehended on 
the toth and 2tft May, and the approaching 
infarreGliion was announced to the Bord 
Mayor late in the evening of the 21ft, ina 
letter from the Lord Lieutenant’s Secrerar y; 
and the following day a meffage to the fume 
effect was fent by his Exceliency to both 
Houfes of Parliament. Notwithftanding the 
military precautions adopted to counterad 
the intended rifing, it took. place inthe neigh- 
bourhood of Dublin on the nigh: appointed, 
namely, the 23d of:May; and every poffi- 
ble effort was made by the difaffeMed within 
the town to. co-operate with thofy without. 
In conformity to the plan laid down, ‘the 
mail coaches were deftroyed on the horthern 
and foathern roads and every exertion made 
by the party in the provinces to bring the 
people into an ation. 

Your Committee do not think it neceflar 
to record the events of the bloody and def 
rruclive rebellion that enfued, which are ftill 
but too frefh in the memory of the Houfe ;

Arrived this day, and brings accounts that 
have excited no little degree of intereft in the 
City. Jt is confirmed that Buonaparte did not 
regch Alexandria till fome days after Admiral 
Nelfon had left it. The landiag of the French 
has been confideredby the Porte as an open 
violation of the peace fubfifting between the 
two Powers, and meafures have been in cenfe- 
quence adopted by the latter for maintain- 
ing its own dignity. Roffia joins with the 
Porte on the prefent occafion; and the letters 
from Vienna ftate, that al} the French proper- 
ty in Turkey has been covfilcated. 

The moft important intelligence is contain- 
ed in a letterfrom Berlin, of the 4th inftant, 
which flates that accounts had ‘reached Con- 
ftantinople of a battle having taken place near 
Cairo, between a Turkith force and the French 
troops under General Buopaparte, in. which 
the latter was defeuted with confiderable lofs- 
—fome accounts fay, 8000 killed and 2000 
made prifoners. 

This intelligence if true, is of the greateft 
importance to Britain ; for there can be little 
doubt, if the French {hould fueceed, with the 
Jofs of even half of the army, in reaching 
India by thereut they have taken, that ayr 
poffeffions in that quarter would be much en- 
cangered, ! 

The aceounts that have reached us of this 
évent, da not enable usto fate the particulars, 
toappreciate the depree of creditto which it 
may be entitled. {tisplain, however, that if 
the paffage of the Ifthmus was bageueken with- 
out the confent of the Turks, they had it in 
their powerto throw innumerable obftacles in 
the way of their pragrefs in fuch a country.
